London, Dec, 16—Ali the events of 
the last Week sink Into insignificance 
in the presence of the dramatic, un- 
expected and revolutionary announce- 
ment that Delhi is to be the capital of 
India, Never was a secret better kept 
and even the Houses of Parliament 
did not have a preliminary whisper. 

Thus the announcement found the 
Tories flabbergasted and Lord Curzon, 
whose policy of partition of: Bengal 
was responsible for most of the recent 
troubles, was speechless with rage 
and despair, It is too soon to expres: 
the opinion among the indians on the 
change of the capital, but here al! the 
Liberals are triumphant ,over the 
whole ‘business, ‘The change is held ; 
not only to be more convenient, but 
an open recognition of India’s new 
movement for a national spirit. A new 
era opens of greater recognition and 
the general approach of heme rule in 
India. The Tories must shut their 
months owing ‘othe Liberals brilliant 
strategy in pitting the new changes 
into the mour’ of the King and when 
(he debate comes next year all inter- 
est will be gone and the accomplish- 
ed fact remain irrevocable. 

This adda new laurels to the brows 
of the Liberal ininisters who reveal 
an equal genius for success in colon- 
jal aswell as in their domestic policy. 
The session leaves them still the om- 
nipotent masters of the situation, 

Swallowea@ Insurance Bill. 

The action of the Lords in swallow- 
ing the insurance bill without attempt- 
Ing to make a change even helps to 
make further helplecs the whole Tory 
position, but it remains to be seen 
whether the insurance bi!l was good 
electioneefing and even the Liberals 
are not decided on that point. Nobody 
doubts, however, that the measure 
will in time 'be hailed as a tremendous 
protection to the poor. 

Similarly Liloyd-George’s 
was accepted without @tvision on Its 
lust reading and Lioyd-George  dis- 
played the same undiminished vigor 
as on the last stages of the insurance 
debate and now he is admired even as 
much as hated by his opponents. 

The two by-elections gtill are pro- 
ceeding with anxiety in regard to 
Ayrshire with its email Liberal ma- 
jority and the notorious uncertainty | 
of the constituency, but it probably | 
will be retained iby the Government. 
The constituency consisting of Vast 
masses of workingmen was made into 
a straight fight between the Liberal 
and Tory candidates without the com- 
plication of a Labor candidate and 
this was one of the many signs of the 
appeasement of the bitter feeling be- 
tween the Liberals and Laiborites dur- 
ing and immediately after the railroa+ 
strike, The setUement of that dispute 
and the compromise accepted by the 
masters and men is another hope‘ul 
indication of the settling down of the 
lahor unrest. 

Foreign Affairs Sitisfactory. 

The position of foreign affairs is 
more satisfactory. The Liberal rank 
and file still are against Sir Edward 
Grey's diplomacy, but the general dis- 
position is to let the dea@ past bury | 
jte dead and ft is thought efforts 
should direct toward securing a bet- 
ter understanding between England
